Instead of dis­ 
cussing plans for the future de­ 
velopment of the park, they dis­ 
covered the vandalism. 


Page said the p ark ’s building 
had been broken 
into, 
toilet 
seats sm ashed against concrete 
floors, 
a 
new toilet 
broken, 
walls kicked in, a copper tube 
w ater line torn down, and other 
malicious dam age. 


The waste of $300 of the tax ­ 
payers’ money was, of course, 


upsetting. But it did not hurt 
as much as the wasted work 
and effort of the Jaycees. 


“ I was disgusted,” said Page, 
who estim ated that the Jaycees 
had invested at least 500 hours 
of their time into the park since 
January. 


The 
development 
a n d 
im­ 


provem ent of the park is one of 
the Jay cees’ community proj­ 
ects. M embers work with the 
cooperation of the county park 
board, 
which 
owns 
the land. 
The property was made avail­ 
able by the Middletown Town­ 
ship Board of Supervisors. 


Page also said that heavy pic­ 


nic tables had been turned over, 
indicating to him the vandalism 
was not done by very young 
children. He noted the Jaycees 
have been plagued by vandal­ 
ism since they started the proj­ 
ect, but never to the extent of 
the latest incident. 


The park is scheduled to open 


a t the end of May. Page said 
that the Jaycees had been w ork­ 
ing until 4 p.m. Saturday, and 
he believes the vandals struck 
Sunday. 


‘‘The hard thing to realize,” 
he said, “ is that we are trying 
to do things for all of the resi­ 
dents and build a park for their 
use.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — F is­ 
cally, we have come a long, 
long way. 
Once the Model T could be 
bought for around $400. 
Now 
come* its swanky, well-stacked 
successor, 
the limousine

for a president. It costs $325,000, 
or more. 
Heavens to Henry Ford! What 
in 
the 
automotive 
world 
has 
happened? 
For $325,000 you 
should 
be 
able to buy a tank. For $325,000 
you could buy six of those fancy 
automobiles 
built 
for 
Jam es 
Bond, the fictional international 
agent, whose car had a radar 
road map to show where the 
fellow he is chasing is going. 
The question comes up today 
because 
the 
House 
has 
ap ­ 
propriated $325,000 for a presi­ 
dential automobile, plus $197,000 
for a Secret Service car. The 
bill now is in the Senate. 
If you ask F ord Motor Co. of­ 
ficials — how can anyone spend 
$325,000 on an automobile? — 


The answ er is something like 
this: It is easy. To plan, to de­ 
velop, to build the Lincoln Con­ 
tinental

rides in right now cost about 
$500,000. 
But this car was a goodwill or 
advertising 
gesture.

leased to tho government, some 
say for $500 a year, others say it 
was only $1.

Anyone trying to build an as­ 
sassin-proof car has problems.

sides, bullet proof glass, bullet 
proof tires, an engine capable 
of a quick getaw ay in case of 
trouble. 
But when you add weight you 
have to strengthen the struc­ 
ture. P retty soon you are need­ 
ing bigger brakes, bigger tires, 
a bigger engine. 
All this happened to the Lin­ 
coln Continental the President 
rode in during the campaign 
and in the inaugural parade. 
The modification, or rebuild­ 


ing, was done after President 
John F. Kennedy’s assasination 
by Hess & Eisenhardt of Cin­ 
cinnati, a firm that builds am ­ 
bulances and those big profes­ 
sional limousines used by sight­ 
seers. Sometimes it builds cars 
for foreign potentates. It did the 
body work for the presidential 
car. 
W illard Hess has been with 
the company since 1928, and in 
a telephone interview he said 
the word “ modification” is mis­ 
leading. 
He prefers the old term : cus­ 
tom-built cars. 
“ About all we use of the orig­ 
inal car will be the instrument 
panel, the windshield and som e­ 
times the re a r fenders,” Hess 
said. 
After sizing up the specifica­ 
tions, the firm builds a s m a l l 
scale model. If this passes the 
test, a full scale model is pro­ 
duced. If this is okay, it then 
goes into production. 
A 1965 four-door Lincoln sedan 


weighs 5,075 pounds. The presi­ 
dential job weighs twice that. 
The 1965 regular ca r has a 275- 
horsepower motor; 
the presi­ 
dential car has 500-horsepower 
V-8, m ore powerful than any 
passenger ear on the market to­ 
day. 
The glass is eight panes and 
three inches thick. 
The steel 
plating 
alone 
weighs 
1,600 
pounds. 
Most people must have been 
surprised at the price tag, but 
Hess w asn’t. Suppose some for­ 
eign bigshot wants a special car 
built just so. “ Spending $150,000 
wouldn’t be too difficult,” Hess 
said. 
The extra money comes from 
all the extra m easures taken to 
m ake a president safe, Hess 
said, but no one will detail pre­ 
cisely w hat these m easures are. 
It seem s like a good guess, 
though, that that secret service 
automobile won’t only be an 
arm ored car but also a well 
stocked arsenal.
